——^HE was a -waitress in a restaurant, and as she placed upon the table

the coffee and roils and salad, and fussed about to see that" every- 
thing was as i)t should be, she told .the sympathetic customer how 
hard she worked. 


•I am on Tiere until after six," she said, "and then at nine, I go on at 


Blank's/' mentioning a restaurant that catered to an evening trade. 
"And 


I stay on there until after midnight." 


The customer was somewhat appalled at this strenuous life, but con- 


soled herself with the thought that perhaps the girl was trying to earn 
money for an education or something of that sort. 
But she was to be 


further enlightened, for the girl concluded in a matter-of-fact tone, "You 
taave to dress, you know." 


And so all this hard work, for it was undeniable that the girl worked 


hard, was .for dress. 
AH her money went for imitation fur coats, and 


coarse lace and cheap willow plumes, and other finery as near to the real 
thing as she could afford. 


She was following standards of dress set by others. 
Half the world, perhaps more than half, follows standards set by 


others. Those who do this have neither the initiative nor the ability to set 
standard's for themselves. 
So those who set standards should recognize 


their responsibility. 
Some one has set a standard of dress which this girl, 


sheep-like is following, and by thus following, is giving her life for that 
which is not. 
She is not aware of this. 
She only dimly realizes that she 


works very hard for what seems to her a necessity. 
She may wish, some- 


times, that things were different. 
But she is not of the kind to make them 


different. 
So those of us who have it within our power to make things different, 


wtio in a word, set standards for such as these, should think a little as to 
the standards we set, and what they will mean in the lives of those who 
follow them. 
And, though we do not realize it, almost every one of us is 


.setting standards for somebody. 
We are setting standards for our chil- 


dren, or for our younger brothers and sisters, standards of patience and 
gentleness and consideration, or of impatience, rudeness and selfishness. 
We are setting standards perhaps for the maid in the kitchen, standards of 
kindness and thoughtfulness and sympathy, which may affect her whole 
life. 
For if she dwells in such an atmosphere, she will in time reflect it, 


and life will be the happier because she is living on its bright side and not 
on. its dark side. 
It will be contended that every one should set his own standards, and 


BO perhaps he should. 
But this does not alter the fact that the world is 


full of those who follow. And this being the pase, if any one is following 
MS we should give them something worth following. And since we do not 
know tar whom we may be, all unconsciously, setting standards, we should 
took to ourselves and see just what standards we are giving to the world. 
Do we stand for extravagant or foolish dressing? 
Are we dressing more 


richly, more luxuriously, than there is any ne«d for, in a word dressing for 
show? 
That is exactly what this waitress was doing, although she was 


on a vastly different plane from those who had set the pace?

MERICAN mothers find one 
day of Christmas merrymak- 
ing distracting enough for 


their children, how would they like to 
live in Russia, where work is often 
suspended for a fortnight, while all the 
people keep holiday. 


Even the poorest peasant has a tree 


and it is harvest, time for beggars, for 
no one will refuse him anything. 


In some of the country districts the 


boys dress as animals, and led by oth- 
er boys as keepers, march through the 
streets headed by a band of boys mak- 
ing dreadful music with harsh sound- 
ing instruments. These processions go 
from door to door, pound until they are 
admitted, and all given food and drink, 
and two small pieces of money. 


All over Scandinavia a week is given 


to merrymaking. Every one goes to six 
o'clock church on the dark Christmas 
morning, and in the evening every 
home in the land is illuminated. They 
have wonderful trees, around which 
grown people and children dance and 
sing. The Scandinavian child is very 
good to the poor on Christmas and 
takes gifts and food to poor families.

'( ives were hard,at work in a corner 
ot'the mine they were startled by a 
dull noise outside as if a few tons of 
some soft substance had been hurled 
against the high door that separated 
the spot where they worked from the 
long tunnel leading to the shaft. 


"The mud!" they cried and dropped 


their picks in an instant. 


There was no mistaking the sound. 
It was the dreaded mud, the terror of 
diamond miners.

all in its track. It gives no warning. It 
comes along silently, like an ugly, 
Tivrlggling snake, working its way 
swiftly, sparing nothing, covering-ev- 
erything.

The following news item from the 


Safa. Francisco Examiner relates to 
the letting of a street car contract 
calling for the erection of 43 cars, 
the Jewett Car Company of this city 
being the lowest bidder. Their next 
competi'tor was a San Francisco con- 
cern and for that reason the Jewett 
bid was rejected, 
although it was 


$50,000 less than the other. Accord- 
ing to the California paper's view 
there was no necessity to invite com- 
petition after the San Francisco firm 
put in their bid. There was no chance 
for any other firm. It is hardy neces- 
'sary to staite that eastern firms will 
not care to compete for California 
contracts if they learn that there 
will be any local bidders, for it 
seems to be the spirit of California 
officials to "take care" of home in- 
terest first. 
The Examiners' article 


follows: 
"By a vote of two to one the Board 


of Public Works yesterday awarded 
the contract for furnishing forty- 
•three cars for the Geary Street Mu- 
nicipal Railway to the W. L. Holman 
Company, the only local bidder. 


President Casey, who- cast the op- 


position vote, gave notice to every- 
body concerned that he would no* 
sign the contract. 


This determination on his part will 


make it^ necessary for the Holman 
Company to :g,o >to court for a writ of 
mandate compelling him to do so. 
since the law requires that three 
members of the board must sign con- 
tracts 'to mak'e tnern legal. 
The Holman Company was not the 


lowest bidder, its demand being $50,- 
000 in excess of that of the Jewett 
Car Company of Newark, Ohio. 
A 
strong fight was made in its favor 
by representatives of the Home In- 
dustry league and others. 
Mayor 


McCarthy, who had previously spo- 
ken in the company's behalf did so 
again yesterday, as did also D. J. 
Alberga 
of the 
Home 
Industry 


League. The Mayor urged that the 
contract should be awarded to the 
home company so that 
the work 


might serve for years as a monument 
to California" craftsmen and com- 
panies. 
. 
, 
Supervisor TC. J.- Louig.hery of the 


Public Utili'ties Committee, 
present j 


by invitation of me board, took up 
the mayor's last statement. 


"You should be care'ful" he said 


'that by your action here today you 
do not create another monument— 
oue which ouitsid'ers will say com- 
memorates 
California 
unfairness. 


The Jewett people bid in good faith, 
their offer is tbeu_lowest and it ,is 
difficult to see how you can escape 
giving them the contract with any re- 
gard for justice 'and the law." 
Loughery also suggested that the 


present is a particularly bad time for 
anything which might seem, to indi- 
cate narrow raindedness on the part 
of California, since the eyes of the 
whole country are centered on the 
State in connection with the Panama 
Pacific Exposition enterprise. 
"You .don't want that New York 


committee," he said, "now in. the city 
•to get any wrong ideas of the Cali- 
fornia spirit of fair play." 


Daniel Drew of Richmond advo- 


cated giving the contract to the Jew- 
ett Company on the ground that its 
bid was the lowest and because the 
city wanted the cars without any fur- 
ther delay. 
Mayor McCarthy and 
Alberga of 


the Home Industry League would not 
be discouraged by any such sugges- 
tions aiid it was'early'sceii that Com- 
missioners Laumeister and Newsom 
were with them. President Casey fi- 
nally brought 
the discussion to a 


vote on the resolution already pre- 
pai ed awarding the contract to the 
Holman Company. 


Both Laumeister 
and Newsom 


voted aye, explaining that they, con- 


sidered the difference 
between the 


two bids under consideration not suf- 
ficient to justify 
giving the work 


away from California. 
They 
also 


questioned the regularity of the Jew- 
ett bid in some particulars. 
Then 


Casey's name was called. 
"Well," said the chairman. "I vote 


no on this motion and 1 also give no- 
tice to all concerned that I will not 
sign the contract. 
We will now ad- 


journ." 
The price asked by the Holman 


Company for the forty-three cars is 
$337,231, while the Jewett bid is 
$287,182 or $50,049 less."

Association's convention here todajy. 


Prof. Hodge summarized the results 


accomplished since the associatioi^ last 
year adopted plans for its campaign 
to exterminate 
the 
house fly. 7 He 


described the "fly swatting congests" 
inaugurated in Worcester and Balti- 
more last summer and used them to 
illustrate the most active phase/of the 
work of the past year. In Baltimore, 
he said, the Woman's 
Civic /League 


paid ten cents a quart for flies and it 
was estimated 1,000 quarts were slain. 


Outlining the campaign which must 


be followed next summer, Profc Hodge 
said: 
i 


"To completely free the city of flies 


Is the purpose and the more* that are 
caught, and the 
quicker, the better. 


But the proposition must be a-eversed. 
To place a premium on filthy condi- 
tions and even 
may stimulate fly 


bleeding. The civic fly campaigns of 
the future will focus 
all /of 
thes« 


prize and honor on the complete ab- 
sence of flies. Dividing a city into 
equal districts 
instead 
of crowning 
him winner who catches the most, he 
will win who has .his district cleaned 
first, that is, who first can catch none. 
We can then rejoice in clean, whole- 
some htimes, 
> free from danger 
of 


filth-disease infection; clean, 
whole- 


some stores and market places; 
a 


time-old, weary fight ended and the 
most, deathly enemy of mankind van- 
quished at last. This is now a per-

ation, in convention here. Mr. Hatch 
told of the progress made in waging

spreader of disease. 
"When the chairman of this commit- 


tee, a few years ago, before the com- 
mittee itself had been -formed, began 
to acquaint the general public with 
the danger of the fly pest," said Mr. 
Hatch, "his efforts excited more hu- 
morous comment than serious atten- 
tion. All that is changed now, and a 
good part of the change has 
been

months. 


rived by Minneapolis from the "gar-' 
den club campaign" carried on there 
during- the past season for the pur- 
pose of having all the city's vacant 
lots turned into flower and vegetable 
beds, according to Leroy J. Boughner 
of Minneapolis, who told the Ameri- 
can Civic Association in 
convention 


here today of the "vacant lot garden" 
work done in his home city. 
It was a matter of civic pride, not 


an economic motive, jwhich early last 
spring started the garden 
idea, Mr. 


Boughner explained. A civic celebra- 
tiok was to be held early in July, he 
said, "so we decided to have gardens 
to beautify the city for its hundred 
thousand 
visitors." 
The fact 
that 
there were 5,000 acres of vacant lots 
in the city, "sufficient to supply the 
entire state with vegetables," was 
not enough appeal to get the citizens 
of Minneapolis interested; 
but 
the 


appeal to their civic 
pride 
caused 


them to plant 2,000,000 square feet to 
vegetables and 250,000 to flowers, said 
the speaker. 
Mr. Boughner held Minneapolis up 


as a model for other cities, pointing 
out in detail how the vacant lots 
there had been transformed into bow- 
ers of flowers and vegetable beauty, 
and called attention to some of the 
mistakes which had been made. So 
successful was this year's Garden club 
campaign, however, that it will be 
continued with renewed .vigor, Mr. 
Boughner declared during the coining 
year. 


"The garden is a bit of land where 


plants and people grow and love each 
other," said the speaker in describing 
the benefits of the work. First and 
foremost he placed the fact that "the 
use of .vacant lots had satisfied 
the 


farm craze, had taught more than 700 
men and women whether he desired 
to go back to the land. How better 
could a man find out that upon the 
small patch of land that lies next to 
his home?" 
From an economic standpoint, Mr. 


Boughner declared that "so many veg- 
etables were grown on the 
vacant 


lots of Minneapolis that 
tomatoes 


were plentiful at 75 cents a bushel 
whereas a year ago they were scarce 
and sold for $1.50 a bushel." 


A third benefit he 
found in this, 


that "most of those who had gardens 
belonged to the office class whose op- 
portunities for getting out in the fresh

on the -committee from all quarters of 
the country, asking for advice on tbe 
best methods of 
exterminating 
the 


house fly. The committee caused to 
be printed and circulated upwards of 
200,000 pieces of 'literature', which 
served as ammunition in innumerable 
fb-swatting 
campaigns. In a num- 


ber of cities, school children competed 
for cash prizes for compositions which 
would best describe the fly's vicious 
career. In many ciues newspapers or- 
ganized "Swat th« Ply" contests 
for 


considerable cash prizes. The num- 
bers scored by the winners ran into 
the hundreds of thousands, and 
the 


count, (so many flies to the quart) in 
Baltimore alone reached 
15,000,000 


Washington boys and girls caught and 
killed only 6,386,000; but Washington 
can't boast of a really bumper crop 
of flies 
"With a view to summing up the 


season's work—taking a fly census as 
it were—the committee recently wrote 
to the Health Commissioners of the 
different states. From the replies, it 
appear1; Kansas is in the van of the 
fly-fighting army. The Indiana Board 
of Health distributed the text of the 
anti-Cly ordinance and 
twelve cities 


and seventeen towns adopted it. Da- 
kota "reported a marked decrease in 
the fly population. Much ingenuity 
has been shown by some of the state 
boards in designing anti-fly posters." 


In concluding Mr. Hatch said that 


the committee, while pleased with the 
results, realized that the war against 
the fly was to be a long one. 
" 'Swat the fly' 
campaigns help," 


he said, "but what we need most is to 
arouse such a conscienciousness ot 
our duty to ourselves and to others, 
that we will first swat our own Hies 
by depriving them of breeding and 
feeding places, and then compel our 
neighbors to do likewise—compel them 
by force of public opinion and of the 
law as represented by that beneficent 
Czar, the Health officer. He is on our 
side, and with the support which he 
Is sure to receive from the people ed- 


vacant lots" which 
ordinance 
has 


fallen somewhat into disuse. 


The excellent impression which vis- 


itors gain of a city, Mr. Boughner 
pointed out as a great advantage. 
The Model vacant lot garden at the 
fair grounds, he said, 
was seen by 


750,000 people. 
In a social way the 
results 
were 


great, he asserted. As a concrete ex- 
ample of this he citied a garden in a 
block where lived two Jews, a Nor- 
wegian, two Germans 
and 
a New 


England family. 
Before the 
garden 


experiment none of the families had 
ever had anything in common, but 
before the summer was over, said 
Mr. Boughner, "all the families were 
visiting freely. The gardens in many 
instances were social centers." 


In telling of how the citizens were 


aroused to join the Garden club, Mr. 
Boughner who is its 
president and

bration," declared that various meth- 
ods were used but that he found that
